DAIL MEETING TO-DAY. 


The Parliamentary Correspondent of The 
Times writes:—Lobby opinion on the Irish 
negotiations steadily improved during | yesier- 
day. Upon «ne int there was unanimity. 
There is no division of opinion as to the 
Government's having gone to the limit of con- 
cession to Trish Nationalist sentiment. Among 
those who can claim to be well acquainted with 
the Trish mind, and to have their own channels 
of communication with Sinn Fein Ireland, there 
is a inclination to interpret the statement in 
the first paragraph of Mr. de Valera’s reply 

that Dail Eireann could not, and that the 
Irish people would not, accept the proposals*’ 
as an indication that the ultimate recommen- 
dation of the Sinn Fein “ Cabinet” to the Dail 
will be a referendum to the people, and not a 
rejection of the terms. Continuing its refusal 
io recognise the division of Ireland, the Sinn 
Fein leaders may suggest a plebiscite througb- 
out the’ whole country. The Belfast Govern- 
ment would not, of course, tolerate the taking 
of a vote by the Dail in the areca under the 
Northern Parliament, and Sinn Fein might

REFUGEES’ STORIES, 


Replying Ao Lieutenant-Commander Ken- 
worthy, in the House of Commons yesterday, 
Mr. Lloyd George stated that the question of 


Russia was discussed by the Supreme Council, 
and it was decided that an International Com- 
mission should be act up at once to- study the 
possibility of giving immediate assistance to the 
starving people of Russia. The representatives 


of Great Britain upon the Commission would be i 


appointed at once. 

Mr. Harmsworth writes, in reply to Sir Harry 
Brittain, that a report, dated the 11th ‘August, 
has been received from the British official 
agent in Moscow, giving information obtained 
from members of the Russian Famine Relief 
Committee and others, which confirms the ex- 
tent and gravity of the famine in Russia, The 
population affected is reported to be constantly 
increasing, and it ie now estimated that relief. is 
required for 35,000,000 people. Large masses of 
famine-stricken inhabitants are moving in 
different directions to escape starvation. Those 
who were evacuated from Poland during the 
war and settled later in the Volea region now 
see their only hope in returning to the former 
country. The direction taken by the remainder 
ls mostly towards Turkestan and Siberia. The 
former cannot be accepted by Poland, as the 
districts. from which they were evacuated are 
étill unfit for habitation. The latter must cross 
the Steppes, where no food or shelter is avail- 
able. Only some twenty per cent. of these 
migratory: bands are reported to be able-bodied, 
and nearly one-third of them consist of children, 
who are in a pitiable condition, without food or 
clothing. ‘ 


AMERICAN PRISONERS 
RELEASED. 


Reuier’s Paris Correspondent telegraphed yes- 
terday :—-The American Red. Cross here has re- 
ceived a telegram from Riga, reporting the 
arrival of another American from Soviet Russia, 
a Dr. Edward W. Ryan.

last Tuesday at the border, has sent the 
following message, in reply te a request 
for details regarding their conditions 
and movemente:—The first six Americans 


were released from their cell in Moscow Prison 
on the Sth August. They passed two days in 
the prison cell before beginning their journey 
to the border. A special car was provided for 


their transport, and they were escoried to 
Narva by an official commissioner. At the 


border they were met by an American medical 
delegation, with a special car, which carried 
them to Reval. The returning Americans were 

reatly relieved when their car passed over the 

rde® and the wire gates closed behind them. 
HARDSHIPS WELL ENDURED. 

The Esthonian delegation waived all quaran- 
tine regulations in their favour, and there was 
consequently no delay. Usually a fortnight’s 
quarantine is required. The party was bathed, 
freed from vermin, and clothed at Reyal. All 
were able to walk, and my’ medica! examination 
showed that they were in fair health, consider. 
ing the hardships that they had endured They 
were weak, ufshaven, and shabbily clad in the 
Russian soldier @othing. They presented a 
wholly un-American appearance until they had 
been through the barbers’ hands end provided 
with” American civilian clothes. 


EXECUTIONS BY MACHINE GUNS. 


Another message from Paris says:—An 
American doctor who has arrived at Reval from 
Bolshevik ey related to an American cor- 
respondent how, when wholesale executions 
were being carried out, the Tchresvychamika 
Extraordinary Commission Fag “a used 
machine guns. A motor lorry would run with 
its exhaust "ae in the courtyard, but above 
the noise of the engine he would hear the rattle 
of machine guns and the firing of revolvers. 
The doctor continued :—' When [ was allowed 
to walk in the prison courtyard I was always 
busy. I am a graduate dentist, and on 
hundreds of occasions have pulled out the gold 
teeth of prisoners under seritence of death. 
Some gave the gold to comrades, others asked 
us to send it to their families.’’ 

News has been received from Archangel that 
Generals Klenbovski and Gutor, who were 
members of the Executive War Council founded 
on the initiative of General Brussiloff, and who 
have long been in prison, have now been shot, 
together with 46 other officers and the wives of 
two oilicers who had fled from Russia.. 


SOVIET GOVERNMENT’S DESIRE. 


In a document @n the foreign policy of the 
Soviets, reproduced in Humanité, M. Chicherin 
declares that the Moscow Government was al- 
ways ready to co-operate economically with the 
other States, but was prevented from eo doing 
by the: blockade. Russia, he says, has no 
designs on the independence of certain 
countries, such as Czecho-Slovakia, and that so 
long as the Russian Government remains Bol- 
shevik it will be pacific. The Soviet Govern- 
ment, he claims, is not the heir of the Tsarist 
policy of expansion. M. Chicherin concludes 
with an appeal for a supreme effort to 
ficht the famine, and with the statement that 
the Governmeni’s aim is to restore production 
in Russia.

SIGNOR BONOMI AND THE ENTENTE. 
A Paris telegram dated Monday says:—In an 
interview with the Petit Parisien before leav- 
ig Paris, Signor Bonomi, Italian Premier, 
‘It is a serious mistake to consider the 
reterence of the Silesian question to the League 
of Nations as a defeat for Franee; in this 
afjair there is neither victor nor vanquished. 
When we dined with our British colleagues on 
Thursday evening I had mó trouble in con- 
vincng Mr. Lloyd George that I was deeply 
ultached to the maintenance of the union. We 
then talked to him about referring the Upper

Telegraphing yesterday from Ottawa, Reu- 
ter’s Cocreapendant eays:—Canadian trade in 
July decreased by over one ‘hundred and fifteen 
million dollars eqmpared with. July last ar. 
The decrease for the four months ended this 
July was over three hundred and fifty million 
dollars, compared with the figures for the 6ame 
period of last year. The value of imports 
lropped by fifty-two million -tollars in 
July, and two hundred and nine million 
doliars during the four months wuich ended 
in July, compared with the figures for last 
year Domestic exports fell in value by fifty 
million dollars during the month of July.

Mereijkovsky declares that the Bol- 
sheviks’ strongest weapon is starvation, which 
they will never renounce. 
News has reached Paris that Communist regi- 
ments are being sent into the interior of Russia 
with orders to shoot down any starving 
agent Cd trying to cross from one government 
another. 
HIDING THE TRUTH. 

A despatch from Riga states that M. Litvinoff 
has informed the American Commissioners re- 
resenting Mr. Hoover’s Reiief Mission there 
hat the Soviet authorities refuse to allow any 
American who was in Russia during the revolu- 
tion to accompany the American relief organisa- 
tions. It 18 contended that the reason for this 
is plain, as these Americans have seen and 
know too much, and would not be deceived by 
the Bolshevik leaders. 


A LADY’S ADVENTURE, 
Telegraphing from Paris, Reuter’s Correspon- 
dent says :—Princess Tatiana Kourakin has ar- 
rived in Paris after three years’ imprisonment 
in Russia. Sho effected her escape by a pre- 
tended marriage with a Bolshevik, to whom 
she paid 12,000,000 roubles.

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INDIAN PARSEES’ DEMAND. 


In a message from Bombay, Renter's Bombay 
Correspondent says:--At the meeting held here 
to~<lay (Monday) under the auspices of the 
Paree Political Association, to protest against 
the treatment of Indians in the Kenya Colony, 
a resolution was passéd condemning the at- 
tempts of & section of the white settlers to 
thrust Indians into a position of racial in- 
feriority, and geclaring that, unless equality of 
status was recognised, the attitude of India to 
the Empire would be very seriously affected. 
The meeting assured Indiavs in Kenya Colony 
of its full sympathy and support in all peaceful 
measures that they might be driven to adopt to 
vindicate the Indian claim to equality of status 
with their European fellow-subjects. i 
The resolution laid stress upon the necessity 
of securing common electoral rolls without 
racial discrimination, and an equal number of 
Indian and European members on the Executive 


Council. The resolution also repudiated the 
policy of segregation, and urged that the whole 
of the country should be thrown open for 


development to all communities, with freedom 
of immigration, and advoca the appointment 
of Indians to the higher grades of the civil and 
military services.

TO-DAY'S DAIL MEETING. 

The publication of the Cabinet's peace pro- 
posals to Sinn Fefh has created general contro- 
versy in Ireland. It is now realised that the 
Government has gone far on the road to con- 
ciliation, much further; in fact, than the ordi- 
nary Irishman expected. At no previous stage 
of Anglo-Irish history were such terms offered, 
and it is generally recognised and freely ad- 
mitied that the representatives of the people 
would incur a serious responsibility in reject- 


ing them. It is also recognised that 
the political standard consistently maintained 
by the, Sinn Fein leaders is now about to be 
seriously tested, and, while the tone of 
Mr. de Valera’s reply” to the Prime 
Minister is theoretically endorsed, it is 
hoped that a way out will be found 


compatible with the wishes of the majority 
of the people. The general feeling, ;so 
far as one can estimate it at the moment, seems 
to be that the negotiations should not be per 
mitied to break down at this stage, and that a 
further conference should take place, at which 
the essential differences should be discussed. 

Eventually, it is hoped that if Dail Eireann 
cannot, consistently with ite principles, accept 
even amended terms, the whole question 
will be referred to the poople through the 
medinm of a plebiscite. It is not improbable 
that this may prove to be the final solution of 
the question, In the meantime, it is antict- 
et that’ at its private session, which will pro- 
vably last two days Dail Eireann will officially 
endorse the termes of Mr. de: Valera’s letter, 
and that the door to further negotiations will 
not be closed. 

AN INFORMAL MEETING. 

There was much activity at the Mansion 
House, Dublin, yesterday, when Mr. de Valera 
presided at an informal meeting of Dail 
Eireann. Among a large attendance were Mr. 
Gavan Duffy, who has returned from Rome, 
where he acted as Sinn Fein envoy; Mr, 
Mellowes, who has been in America sinco his 
escape after the Rebellion of 1916; and Dr. 
McCartan, who was officially representing Sinn 
Fein in the United State since “ Easter Week.” 
The proceedings were conducted privately, but 
it was subsequently learned that Mr. de Valera 
gave a short address, in which he outlined the 
progress of the negotiations, and gave his views 
on the situation. There was no formal] disous- 
sion, but members were made fully aware of 
the nature of the communications that have 
passed between Mr. de Valera and Mr. Lloyd 


George. 

: TO-DAY’S MEETING. 

Great interest is being taken in to-day’s meet- 
ing of Dail Bireann at the Mansion House, and 
there has been an exceptional demand for 
tickets. It has not been found possible to cope 
with the demand, as the number of tickets had 
to be limited to the capacity of the Round 
Room, which is confined to the accommodation 
of 1,500 persons. It may be of interest to men- 
tion that the Round Room, which has been the 
ecene of many historic gatherings, was erected 
in 1821 for the express purpose of entertaining 
King George IV., and was hurriedly built. In 
the garden is an equestrian statue of King 
George I., which was erected in 1720 on Essex 
BridGe, and was transferred in 1798 to ite Pe 
sent position, The inscription is of interest :— 
“ Be it remembered that at a time when rebel- 
lion and disloyalty were the characteristics of 
the day, the loyal Corporation of the City of 
Dublin re-elevated this statue to the illustrious 
House of Hanover.” 

There was a large gathering outside the Man- 
sion House early yesterday in the hope of secur- 
ing tickets. A cordon of Irish Volunteers re- 
culated the crowd, the majority of which had 
to go away disappointed, as comparatively 
few. tickets were available. Each member 
of Dail Eireann was given five tickets for 
disposal. It is estimated that there will be a 
full muster of members in attendance to-day, 
with the exception of four who are abroad— 
viz., Mr. Ginnell, in South America; Mr, 
Boland. on big way from the United States; 
Mr. Little, in South Africa, and Alderman T, 
Kelly, who is indiaposed.

AMERICAN PRESS OPINION. 


Reuter’s New York Correspondent, in a 
message dated Monday, says—The Vew York 
T'imes, commenting on the latest devel ments 
in the Irish situation this morning, culogises the 
part played by General Smuts. The Times re- 
fers specially to his letter to Mr. de Valera, 
which, it says, in straightforward and vigorous 
English states the case of Ireland with an 
extraordinary grasp of its different elements, 
giving advice which at the same time is sym- 
paihetic and sound. The ime: proceeds to 
criticise the action of Sinn Fein in refusing the 
large measure of Home Rule now offered, and 
remarks--“‘ If the Irish leaders have not the 
wisdom and statesmanship to accept offers 
which, while not coming up to their extreme 
claims, give Iréland substantial control of her 
own affairs, those in another land, who have 
been considerately keeping still during the pro- 
ress of negotiations, will not fail to make 
nown their disappointment and disapproval.”

IRISH RAILWAYS BILL. 


SECOND READING PASSED.

STATEMENT BY MR. 


THOMAS, 
Mr. Neal, in moving the second reading of the 
Irish Railways (Settlement of Claims) Bill in 
the House of Commons yesterday, said that the 
measure provided for (he payment of the sum 
of £3,000,000 in settlement of all claims which 
might have arisen upon the decontrol of the 
Irish railways at midnight that night. Upon 
taking control of the Irish railways they were 
made the subject of an agreement which came 
into force on Ist January, 1917, the bill 
made provision for the payment of the above- 
mentioned sum in full satisfaction of the claims 
of the companies, The rights of the Government 
to investigate claims which had been dealt with 
on monthly accounts were preserved in the samo 
way as they were preserved in the case of the 
Englisif gne The money and interest 
would be distributed amongst the railway eom- 
panies in accordance with such schemes of allo- 
cation as might be agreed but in default of 
agreement the claims be settied by a! 
tribunal consisting of Sir David Harrel, G.C.B.; 
Mr. John Mackie, and Mr. Herbert Wilson, 
K.C., a well-known member of the Irish Bar. 
The sum of £3,000,000 would be payable. in 
three instalments, 000 being due on the 
lst October next, the second instalment of 
£1,500,000 on 3lst December next, and the 
third instalment of £1,500,000 on 31st Decembor, 
1922. The agreement with the companies known 
as Baronial or Guaranteed Companies would 
be continued until the Council of Ireland made 
other provisions. 


MR. THOMAS. 


Mr. J. H. Thomas said that he understood 
that in addition to the second reading the Go- 
verament proposed to take the Committee and 
Report stage of the bill that day. He sug- 
gested that they should content themselves 
with the second reading on the understanding 
that they would take without any opposition 
the remaining stages, if pessible, to-morrow. 
He desired to say that opposition from that 
side to the bill was not because they desired to 
hamper their Irish friends, but because they 
felt that the Irish raiggsaymen were entitled to 
some machinery for the purpose of governin 
the future conditions of the service equally wit 
the English railwaymen. Seeing that in the 
English bill there was clear and definite 
machinery laid down they felt that there ought 
to have been no difficulty in including in the first 
part of this agreement similar machinery to be 
adopted for’ Ireland.

A SETTLEMENT REACHED. 


THE BILL TO BECOME LAW. 


The Press Association says:—An agreement 
has been arrived at between ihe Railwaymen’s 
Unions and the directors of the Irish railways, 
under which ail matters in disputé with regard 
to pay and conditions of work are to bé referred 
to an arbitration tribunal, The tribunal is to 
consist of five members appointed by the rail- 
way directors and five appointed by the unions, 
with an independent Chairman nominated by 
the Lord Chancellor of Ireland. It will hold its 
first sitting in Dublin on Monday next. 

In the meantime, opposition to the Irish Rail- 
ways (Setilement of Claims) Bill will be with- 

awn, and that measure will become law. af 


TEXT OF THE MEASURE. 
The following is the text of the Irish Rail- 
“Ways (Settlement of Claims) Bill, which was 
issued yesterday :— 

A bill to provide for the payment of a lum 
sum in satisfaction of the claims of Irish rail- 
way companies under an agreement with the 
Government, and otherwise for the disiribu- 
tion of such sun; amongst the several com- 
panies, and for the continuance of a clause in 
the said agreement. 

Be it enacted by the King’s Most Excellent 
Majesty. by and with the advice and consent 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal and the 
Commons in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows :— 

1.—(1) The Minister of Transport (hereinafter 
referred to as the Minister) shall, out of moneys 
to be provided by Parliament, place on deposit 
with the Bank of Ireland. the sum of three 
million pounds to the credit of a deposit ac 
count entitled *‘ The Irish Railway Companies 
Compensation Account,” and that sum shall be 
payable by the following instalments, and on 
the dates hereinafter mentioned, that is to 
say—the first inetalment of two hundred 
thousand pounds shall become due on the first 
day of October, nineteen hundred and twenty- 
one, the second instalment of one million three 
hundred thousand pounds shall become due on the 
thirty-first day of Deoember, nineteen hundred 
and twenty-one, and the third instalment of 
one million five hundred thousand pounds shall 
become due on the thirty-first day of December, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-one. and each 
such instalment shall be paid within fifteen days 
after it so becomes due. 

(2) The payment of the said sum shali be a 
full discharge and in satisfaction of all claims 
which might otherwise have been made by any 
tailway company in Ireland to which this Act 
applies for compensation under the Regulation 
of the Forces Act, 1871, the Ministry of 
Trans Act, 1919, or otherwise arising out 
of or in respect of the possession by the Crown 
of the undertaking, railroad, or plant of such 
railway company, or the exercise of the powers 
conferred by those Acts— 

Provided that the rights and liabilities of the 
Crown or the Minister on the ono hand, and 
of the railway companies on the other hand, 
under the terms of the agreements or arrange- 
ments relating to the possession by the Crown 
of the railways, shall, so far as regards the 
making good of any deficiency in the net re- 
ceipts of thé companies (including the payment 
of interest) up to the end of the period of 

ion (but exclusive of any deficiency in 
the net receipts for any period which, though 
not within the period of possession, is by 
virtue of such agreements and arrangements as 
aforesaid to be deemed or considered to be 
within that period), and in relation to any 
sums expended and liabilities incurred by the 
companies in respect of repairs and renewals 
effected before the end of that period in accord- 
ance with the said agreements and arrange- 
ments, subsist and continue. 

DISPOSAL OF THE MONEY. 

2 (I.)—The moneys so placed to the credit of 
the said account in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Act, together with the interest 
(if any) that may eccrue thereon, shall, subject 
to the payment of the expenses of the tribunal 
hereinafter mentioned, be distributed amongst 
the railway companies to which this Act ap- 
plies in accordance with the provisions of this 
Act by the Irish Railway Clearing House Com- 
mittee (hereinafter called the Committee), who 
shall, on request, issue under their seal a 
certdficate authorising the payment by the 
Bank of [reland to each of the said companies 
forthwith of the amount or amounts allocated 
to such company in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Act, and any such sum so allo- 
cated to any company on the date on which 
the instalment out of which the sum is payable 
becomes or became due, and such ceriiiicate 
shall be sufficient authority to the bank to make 
the payment directed thereby, and the bank 
shall make such payments accordingly. 

(H.)—The said moneys and interest shall be 
distributed amongst the railway companies to 


scheme or schemes of allocation as may. 
agreed between the companies, or as, tailing 
agreement, may be settle? from tame to time 
by a tribunal (hereinafter referred to as “ ihe 
tribunal”) consisting of the Right Hon. Sir 
David Harrel, G.C.B. (who shall be President); 
John Mackie, Esq., and Herbert Wilson, Easq., 
K.C., who shall have regard to the terms of 
the said agreements and arrangements between 
the Government and the railway companies in 
Ireland with respect to compensation, provided 
that— 

(1.)— The said first instalment of two hundred 
thousand pounds shall, as soon as may be aiter 
the first day of October, nineteen hundred and 
twenty-one, be distributed amoug these com- 
panies whose working expenses exceeded their 
receipts for the period from the first day of 
January to the fifteenth day of August (both 
inclusive), nineteen hundred end twenty-one, 
in ratio to the extent to which they are so in 
excess, as shown by the estimates of receipts 
and expenditure furnished for the purposes of 
the compensation accounts between the Govern- 
ment and the railway companies, and any pay- 
ment so made to any railway company shall 
be treated as a payment on account of the 
sum ultimately allocated to the company under 
any such scheme or schemes as aforesaid. 

(TI)—A baronially guaranteed line worked by 
the owning company, or by a committee of 
management, which has been efficiently and 
economically worked and managed during the 
twelve months ending on the fifteenth day of 
Augus¢, nineteen hundred and twenty-fiwo, 
shall not receive a less amount than that 
necessary to ensure that-the net receipts for 
that period on railway working shall not be 
less, nor the deficiency more, than for tne year 
of account ended next before the first day ot 
January, nineteen hundred and fourteen; but 
in determining the net receipts for the twelve 
months ending on the fifteonth day of August, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-two, no portion 
of any amount allocated to the working com- 
pany under any such scheme as aforesaid in 
res of arrears of maintenance and renewa! 
shall be taken into account. 

(III.)——No portion of the said sum of three 
million pounds or of the interest thereon shali 
be allocated to any company which is neither 
itself conilucting its traffic nor maintaining its 
undertaking. 

THE TRIBUNAL’S CERTIFICATE, 

(3)—-The Tribunal shall transmit to the Com. 
mittee a certificate setting forth their deter- 
mination upon any matter determined by them 
under this section. 

(4)—Notwithetanding anything in the Income 
Tax Acts, any sum received by a railway com- 

apy under the provisions cf this Act shall nos 
ye charged to Income Tax. 

(5)—T Tribunal shall continve until all 
matters in respect of which they have jurisdic- 
tion under this Act have been settled, and in 
the event of amy vacancy occurring amongst 
the members of the Tribunal by death, resigna. 
tion, or otherwise, the Lord Lieutenant may 
appoint a person to fill the vacancy, but the 
Tribunal may act, notwithstanding a vacancy 
in their number, and two shall be a quorum, 
and, subject as aforesaid, the Tribunal may 
regulate their own procedure. 

"S~Cleenl Twelve of the agreement between 
the Government and the Irish railway com. 
panies, ae confirmed by and set forth in the 
schedule to the Irish Railways (Confirmation 
of Agreement) Act, 1919, which regulates the 
amount payable to owning companies under 
working agreements, shall continue in force 
until the Coungil of Ireland otherwise provide, 
as if in that clause after the words “ during 
each year of Government control” there were 
inserted the wordse “and _ thereafter until 
further provision is made by the Council of 
Ireland.” 

4.— The railway companies to which this Act

CHARGE. 


GIRL SHOP ASSISTANT'’S 
DEATH.

POLICEMAN ON TRIAL. 


At a Field General Courtmartial held ia the 
City Hall, Dublin, yesterday, Constable William 
Frederick Robinson, R.1.C., waa charged with 
the; murder of Annie Derothy Dixon, of Clones, 
Co. Monaghan, on 24th May, 1921. Thefe was 
an alternative charge of manslaughter. . 

The acoused,.who @leaded “not guilty to 
both charges, was defended by M“. W L. Sains- 
bury (instructed by Messrs. Gerald Byrne end 
Company). i 

In opening the case, counsel .or the proséca- 
tion said that it appeared that the accused 
joined the police on l4th September of laet 
year, and for some time prior te 14th May had 
been stationed at Clones. While there he he- 
came acquainted with the young girl, who was 
subsequently murdered. Miw Dixen was em- 
ployed as a shop aesiatant m Fermanagh street, 
Clones, and counsel could not say how often shé 
walked out with the accused while he was in 
Clones. On 13th May the accused was trans- 
ferred to Ballybay, and on 14th May he wrote a 
letter to Miss Dixon, the contents of which 
couneel said, he did not propose to read to the 
Court. This letter, which appeared to be froma 
man deeply in love with a girl. was sent to 
Miss Dixon by the aceused. There was one 
passage which showed the attitude of a lover 
fearing rivals, and it showed tha attitude of 
the man who took away this young girl's life. 
Counsel read this passage aa follows :— 

I don’t think you know how I love you, but 
1 Know that myself, and T think vou love me in 
return. If you do, dearie, | can trust you not to 
walk out with, any more fellows, hecause you know 


I was most jealous of you, I did not like to ste 
anyone el walk out with you. 1 was always 
jealows of ron in Clones. IT do not like to let 


anyone else be with you.

He did 
not know what passed between them, but he 
took it that the accused arranged to come back 
and see Miss Dixon later, beeause it appeared 
that on that day he was partly on duty and 
partly on leave. Counsel, continuing, described 
the accured’s visit to the shop. Miss Dixon 
was standing on the stairs. and accused 
was at the foot with a _ revolver in 
his hand. Counsel did not know why he took 
the revolver out. but undonbtediy he fired the 
shot and killed the girl. Counsel did not know 
if the case wonl! be made that the shot was 
accidental, but from the positions in which they 
wera standing the revolver must have beea 
pointed upwards. ‘The bullet struck a brooch 
which the girl was wearing. Counsel suggested 
that the act was caused by the jealousy of the 
acensed, who saw another policeman speaking 
to Mies Dixon. 
CROWN WITNESSES. 

A military witness proved plans of Kuirr- 
patrick’s shop in Fermanagh street, Clones. 

A female assistant in the shop said that the 
accused went into the shop on Tuesday, 24th 
May, and went to the room in which Miss 
Dixon was. Shorily afterwards another con- 
stable went in. Later the accused left the 
shop. “Witness saw him again at about 12.30, 
when he went up to the kitchen with her. 
Miss Dixon and she had dinner, and the ac- 
cused had a cup of tea. The accused and Miss 
Dixon went downstairs, and remaincd in the 


millinery department until 1.30. When 
witness saw them agein they were 
standing at the hosiery counter. Wit- 
ness went up to her room, and about 
five minutes later she heard a shot. She went 


down to the shop, and as she descended the 
stairs to the shop she hearj Mies Dison moan. 
Miss Dixon wus lyin alongeide the hosiery 
counter, and Constable Robinson was kneeling 
beside her. A revolver was lying on the coun- 
ter. The accused said nothing to witness, but 
she heard him say to Miss Dixon, “ Speak to 
me.” 


An apprentice in tho shop also described the 
visit of the accused. She saw Coustable Robin- 
son at the bottom of the stairs and Miss 
Dixon standing three or four steps up. The 
accused hed a revolver in his hend, and was 
talking to Miss Dixon, but ehe did not hear 
what he wos saying. Witness went to the mil 
linery derartment and afterwards, on hearing a 
shot, returned. Constable Robinson was hold- 
ing Miss Dixon, who § exclaimed, “Oh, my 
heart’s dropa!” Blood was gushing from her 
neck. Later witness saw a revolver on the 
counter. It was the some revolver that she 
saw in the accused's hand previously. 

Evidence was given by a boy that in his bed- 
room on the morning of 24th May the accused 
asked witness who was the policeman who was 
down in the shop with Miss Dixon. Witness 
told him, and be said that he would “hit him 
a ‘punch’ in the mouth.” About 12.30 he saw 
the accused in the shop. He had a revolver in 
hie hand, and was leaning over the counter 
talking to Miss Dixon. He was not doing any- 
thing with the revolver that witness could see. 

In cross-examination, witness said that the 
acensed went up to his room to comb his hair 
and to stop witness throwing stones through 
the window. The accused remained in his room 
a few minutes. 

POLICEMAN ACQUAINTANCE’S EVIDENCE. 

A constable who was stationed in Clones on 
24th May said that he was introduced to Miss 
Dixon on 2lst May, and on the following day. 
he went to church wi He went to the 
shop on Tuesday and saw Miss Dixon in the 
millinery department. He remained five 
minutes. When he went In Robinson was there. 
Witness offered him a cigarette, but he refused 
it. Robinson was smoking at the time, and 
left before witness. The brooch produced was 
the one worn by Miss Dixon on that day. 

To Mr. Sainsbury—Stones were thrown at the 
window, and the accused then left. Witness 
left a minute later. 

A police officer said that when he asked 
the accused what had happened he burst into 
cobs. - Witness arrested Robinson, who, when 
cautioned, made no reply. 

Other evidence having been given the case 
fur the Crown closed. 

PRISONER'S STATEMENT. 

No evidence was called for the defence, and 
the accused made a statement in which he said 
that on the morning of the 24th May he came 
off guard, after havin been on duty for 
twenty-four hours. e was granted seven 
hours’ leaye, and was given a despatch to take 
to Clones. He went on the 10.29 a.m. train 
from Ballybay to Clones; and on his- arrival 


there he went to Mr. Kirkpatrick's shop, where |: 


ne spoke to a couple of assistants. He passed 
on to the millinery department, where he saw 
Miss Dixon speaking to another policeman. This 
man asked him (accused) was he an R.LC. 
man, and offered him a cigarette, which he de- 
clined, as he was amoking. While there some 
stones were thrown af the window, and he went 
upstairs to speak to the boy who had thrown 
them. He came down again and thought of 
the despateh, so he went to the barrack and 
handed it to the constable who was on guard. 
He remained speaking for some minutes, and 
changed his revelyer from his hip pocket to his 
right-hand jacket pocket. —He bought a box 
of chocolates, and went again to Kirkpatrick's, 
where he had dinner. After dinner he went 


again - to the millinery department, and 
there he handed Miss Ditton the _ choco- 
lates. He helped a boy im the hosiery 


department to saw wood, but before doing 
so he put the revolver back into his hip pocket. 
He returned to the millinery department. Miss 
Dixon was going upstairs, and when she had 
gone up about three steps she turned round 
and spoke to him. He went to go up, too, end 
his revolver went off. Miss Dixon fel! into his 
He ‘laid her down as tenderly as he

could, and used a handkerchief to try to 
staunch the Mood. He sent for the doctor and 
the police. . 
The accused added, in explanation of his 


having changed the revolver from one pocket 
io another, that he had borrowed anothtr con- 
stable’s trousers and put the other conetahle's 
revolver in dhe pocket beeause it fitted 2. When 
about to gé upstairs in the shop he took the re- 
volvor out of his pocket in case it should fall 
out, 

Mr. Sainsbury, addressing the Court on be- 
half of the aceused, said that there was a dis- 
tinet abgence of motive. The prosecuting coun- 
se] hadseid that the motive was jealousy as was 
shown by the letter. If they tcok a disjointed 
paragraph from anything they could geé it to 
mean anything. If they took the letter in full 
he defied any man to read jealousy into it. 
The evidence showed that this was one of those 
unfortunate : tragedics arising from people 
using insudicient care in the handling of fire- 
arms. There was not a shred of evidence to 
substantiate the first charge, and he asked for 
an acquittal on both counts. 

Prosecuting counsel, in reply, said that 
there might he the strongest expressions of 
fove in the letter, but the stronger they were 
the more strong the sentence became. “J can 
trust yon not to walk out with any more 
fellows because . .,. . I was always icalous 
of you in Clones.” That, said counsel, was 
the start of the case. He went on to emphasise 
the remark made by Robinson, when he asked 
the boy who was the constable in the millinery 
department, that he would “give that man a 
punch in the mouth.” He would only do that 
because he believed that that man was a rival 
and was ousting him from the affections of 
Miss Dixon. He could understand the accused 
saying that he was toving with the revolver 
or showing it to Miss Dixon when it went off, 
but the accused had given no explanation as to 
how it wont off. Tt must have gone off by 
human agency, and the only human agencies 
at the back of it were the hand and mind of 
the accused man. If they came to the con- 
clusion that the shot was discha atcj- 
dentally. then he asked the Court to that 
the accused was guilty of such gross negligence 
that he was guilty of manslaughter. rc
